PRODUCTION  EXPENSES  OF  PARK  OPERATORS,  BY  STATES 

In  the  SepteiFiber  19^6  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation, 
estimates  of  total  farm  production  expenses  for  each  State  were 
presented  for  the  years  19U9-5^.  The  estimates  reflected  re- 
visions made  back  to  1952,  largely  on  the  basis  of  new  informa- 
tion provided  by  the  195U  Census  of  Agriculture. 

The  data  collected  every  5  years  in  the  Census  of  Agricul- 
ture provide  important  benchmark  checks  on  the  levels  of  several 
important  items  of  production  expenses,  and  also  of  various  other 
series  used  in  developing  State  estimates  of  production  expenses. 

Normally,  revisions  based  on  the  Census  of  Agriculture  are 
made  each  year  back  to  the  date  of  the  preceding  Census.  However, 
revisions  in  State  and  national  estimates  currently  developed  were 
carried  back  only  to  19^2  in  order  to  maintain  comparability  with 
the  Department  of  Conauerce  in  its  revisions  of  estimates  of 
national  income  and  personal  income.  Consequently,  estimates  of 
production  expenses  for  19^0  and  19^1  are  not  strictly  comparable 
with  the  revised  estimates  for  1952-55,  but  the  discrepancies  are 
probably  small.  It  is  expected  that  revisions  back  to  1950,  to 
make  the  series  comparable  throughout  the  period,  will  be  made 
in  conjunction  with  the  issuance  of  the  next  National  Income 
supplement  to  the  Surrey  of  Current  Business. 

It  should  be  noted  that  revisions  in  production  expenses 
to  the  most  recent  Census  are  relatively  small  in  years  close 
to  the  preceding  Census,  so  that  comparisons  between  1950  or 
1951  and  later  years  involve  only  a  small  margin  of  error. 

The  following  tables  give  estimates  of  the  individual  ex- 
pense items  or  groups  of  items  underlying  the  revised  State 
totals  of  production  expenses  presented  in  the  September  1956 
issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation.  These  detailed  estimates 
supercede  those  presented  in  Miscellaneous  Publication  AhS-85 
issued  in  January  1956. 

Results  of  the  1956  survey  of  farmers'  expenditures  are 
currently  being  tabulated  and  analyzed  and  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  estimates  as  soon  as  practicable  in  order  to  add  to 
their  reliability. 

The  estimates  shown  in  the  tables  incorporate  the  best 
information  and  methods  now  available  and  should  prove  useful 
in  State  and  regional  analyses.
